FoBltlon of Affairs In Sonera. 

VVb have received, says the Arizonian, 
through a reliable correspoinlent, the lullow- 
iiig lale iiitelligance of the position of afTairs 
in the Stale of Sonora : 

Gov. Pesqueira is in receipt of dispatches 
from the Juarez Government, directinf; him 
to revoke at once his order expelling Capt. 
C. P. Slone and parly from the Statu of So- 
nora. Ho is ordered to notify the ofiicer in 
command of the Commission, of his revoca- 
tion of llie order of expulsion, and to extend 
to ihem an invitation to return and re-enter 
upon the duties of the Survey. He is further 
directed to use all power and diligence to 
protect them from insult or injury J and' lb 
see that llioy are permitted to proceed 
quietly in the perforniance of their duties. 

It i.s to be Ijoped that this will bo an end 
of this vexed qiiesiion, and it will lie so, 
unless Gov. Pe>queira is deiermined to din- 
obey the orders he has reeei'-eil. We fear, 
however, such is his intemion ; for we leain 
that troops are beiiiH enlisted in Muj^dalena 
for the purpotie, as is allei,'ei , of ■' resisting 
a foreijiii invasion." This nioveineiit lui- 
duubletlly refers to ihe enfo. cement of his 
order, or il may he intended for 'he expecX'd 
arrival of the Gandarisls. From facts before 
us, however, we infer the former} and ihns, 
it would appear, the settlement of these 
difficulties is as far distant as ever.

CoFFKK — The l,niid()n Lancet says that 
the English people generally are entirely at 
fault in their treatment of liie coflee-berry. 
Thus, ihe raw berry is sent by the {,'iucer to 
the roasler ; liom him il is retilriiinl Ui the 
{;rocei' ; afti:r beiii^' kept lor some time, often 
for a considerable urriod, it is sold, either 
whole or Kroniul, lo the public ; by the con- 
sumer, again, it is kept, often enclosed in 
paper onlv, for a furttier lime so iliat weeks 
frequently elapse after the roaslirif; of the 
berry, before it cotne.s to he inaiie into cof- 
fee, durMii,! which il looses the ;^realer part 
of ils frau'raiice. This course of jiroceei'iny; 
the Lancet reuards as opposed to the plaiii- 
est'reason ; it is also'"'entirely ' at variance 
■with the practice pursued on the Contineiii, 
where consiiniplion of codec is .so great as 
to surpersede, lo -J. oon.'iiderablo exieiil, the 
use of lea. There, usually, the coll'ee-berry 
is roasted, ground, and infused ihe same 
day. the beverage retaining all the aromatic 
and other properties of the bjrry in a high 
degree. 

The Laucbst Gate in the Woai.n.— A 
monster gate for the Saull Sto. Marie canal 
is nearly compleled at Newport, thirty-five 
miles above Delroil. It i.i 82 feet wide 
(•hat being the width of the canal,) 2U feet 
deep, and 32 inches thick. The timber 
used for its coiisiruclion, cut inlo inch 
boards, would measure about 120,000 feet. 
It is believed lo bo the largest gate in the 
world. If there is any doubt on ihis point, 
its weiahl, from the immense qunnlily of 
iron allached lu il, will throw all competi- 
tors in the shade, there being abonl forty 
to'18 of iron used in building it. It will be

A Si. I'etersbi/rg letter gives the lolluwing 
further purliculars respecting Schamyl's 
stay ill tlic Kussian capital: 

On the day of his arrival a compact crowd 
had collected round ihe enlrani^e of ihe ho- 
ld where he loi'ged, and all the pointa 
where it was expected he would jiass in 
goiiif^ to visit the chief authorities. He 
appeared quite at ease — in no way discon- 
certed. Ills manner appeared noble and 
diijnified. He has an iiitclligeiil look, and 
Ihe general expression ef his couril(^naiite 
aniiounceis energy and ihe nabil ol com- 
mand. His figure is lall and upright, iiol- 
wiih.standiny his advanced age. The next 
day Schamyl and his boh had the honor of 
being presented lo the Empress and ihe 
hereditary Grand Dula; al Trakoeselo. The 
preseiiUilioii lasted only a few iiiiiiule.s. It 
IS .-iaiLl tliiil he wa^ greally aliected, and 
looked pale. Sclinriiyl went afterwards lo 
see the inusuiiiiii of natural history, and of 
the Academy of Sciences. In the evening 
he was at Ihe Italian opera, in the box of 
Prince Anatole Baryatinski, brother to the 
cominandHr-iD-cliief of the army of the 
Caucasus. Mine. ChaMori Demeiiro sang 
Ihe part of Anriia in " Soiiiiainbiila," Tlic 
scene where she comes down ihe ladder 
from the nnill produced a gieal etlecl on the 
Ivazi Muhoinel, the Iman's son. Sidiainyl 
Is (■iii-luiiited wilh all he see.s in Rii.isia. — 
'■ Had I known your country sooner," said 
he, "had I seen all 1 now si-e, i should h;ive 
made my suDmission lor;,; siiu:e.'' \V 11 
said, certainly, but perhaps the avowal may 
not bo altogether sincere. The Iman is 
evidently a clever man. His answers bo- 
token coru-iiderable apropo:. When asked 
what hrtil most p!i-used aim in Russia, 
Sohaniyl replied, "The kind reception of 
the Kinpernr." 

The Edibi.k Bird's iNesi: . — The biril's 
nests which are esteemed so great a luxury 
in China have become an a-iicle of con- 
suiiiption in Paris. Allhoiit,h by far Ihe 
irreater poilidii (if what is coiisiimf!il under 
that name is nothing more Umri H<h-gliie, 
still the genuine nests can be purchased at 
about $70 pnr hundred weight in its crude 
stale. The chemist, M. Payen, received 
some years ago samples of an East Indian 
plant known under the name of China mess. 
He r<!<'ogri izfd it as one of the alga of Java, 
the gclidiiirn conicum. On submittini; il 
lo t'lie chemical analysi.1, ho oblaineii clear 
gelatine, far preferable to that obtained from 
lish. Coiripaniig it wilh the Chinese bird's- 
nests, ho found that the swallows wliicl 
make these nests most, makes use of thi.s 
alga, working over ils gelatinous matter as 
our swallows do in jilasleiing up their 
nests. Tills solves a ptoblein of long stand- 
ing among natuiali^ls, whether the edible 
bird'.H-nests are of animal or vegetable ori- 
gin ; they are of both. The bird's-nest 
gtdaliiie can now be made direct from the 
I alga at a ereatly r..-diuu!d c( st. It is suggest 
ed also that this gelaliiio may outer into 
ihe composition of India ink, now only 
known to the Chinese. — N. Y. Tribvne.

We alluded briefly in our last to the polit- 
ioRrt legerdemain practised in connection 
with the Salt- Spring Island and Chemai- 
Sg8^BUfiJgOtJ.ed . election, and puhlisheil 
the protest of a mimber o'' ilu; isiiiiulfrs 
'^nn^t^^he'^wiio'le afHiir. In our pivs.Mii 
issue will t)f foiiiiil ;i lively .ski^Icli dl wliiit 
has li:iiis|iiii',|, Iniin 'lie juMi of Mr. C'opliiMil. 
'I'his casi^ is so sti-onyiy iii;\rl;i-d by oppri'ss- 
ive iiij istifi, tliut it dcinaiiils not iiit'ifly 
the reprobiitioii oi' the pri'ss, but iinriiciliato 
teparatioii on tho part of tho ^ovcinnii'iit, 
— or failing' that, an oulbroak of riyliloous in- 
dignation from the iicoplc. 

Let lis brii'lly review the facts as they 
stand ; elore the pnbli(?, fuHj',. attested. At 
the outset, no pains wereitaken properly to 
n|jjifj;. tJi,e,par,tiB? inlefestad' as 'to the regis- 
trati'oQioi'.votersv 'The Sheriri'a notice that 
the liat.jofyoterej^'woBld close at Victoria on 
th&-i>2ad' of ■ Novereibor, was posted on the 
2dih,i 'thus It'iiviuL' nnhj three thnjs for 
preparing to emluuk, niuliini; the voya^'o 
and securing reiristralion. Here was pal- 
pable ilh'iialily and ^r.iss iiijnsiice to 
beuiii with. Hut thus I'.ii ollieial .>^lnagi>h- 
iieas and careN -.-^ncs.i alone appear. Mr. 
Cophirul was the only eaiiduhito talki^l ol. 
It w;iH supposed that he woukl .support the 
yovcDiincii;. Mr. ("tiry for so-ne reason or 
otiier niaili' .-ure ot In.- fi iri,d.-hip, and so it 
did iKit inatler iiu.cli whether he was elect- 
ed by lew or many voles. But no sooner 
was the discovery made that the govern- 
i^i^ijt ;liad ^reckoned without their host, and 
that Rlt Copland was a staunch reformer, 
than an official caucus was mustered to 
devise ways anil means to defeat hira. The 
sin of signing Mr. DeCosmos" requisition 
must/ be 'condignly punished by 'the ex- 
oliision of the tran-uressur fmni the House. 
r,"fi6w.,was this to be lione .' .N'olhin^ cms- 
ier. The Siici iff could clarule^iinely re-open 
the list of voters, and .siieli paitie.-j as o:.' 
sounding them ivere lunud i-ady to siippoit 
any government noniinee that iniuiit be 
availiibk, conKI be added lu llie loll. Tliu 
W[is accordinL'ly done. New voters wcii^ 
enrolled a monlli alter the leaal lime hail 
e.xpired. It leaked out that this trick was 
being played. .Mr. Copland secured unde- 
niable proof of it, by registering his own 
name, precisely as evidence against an un- 
licensed saloon-keeper is obtain d, by actu- 
ally buying . glass of liquor at his bar. 

"Now, if the list of voters had been re- 
opened l>yr'*pt6olamation^aiid ' opportunity 
thus given to all interested to re-;sier, nu 
wrdng vvould' have been inflicted. Itatlier, 
the only possible atonement wonM have 
been made for the prior wrong. .As it i-. a 
Bocoiul and grosser wrong was added to llie 
first. 

When tb.e wiit of cleetion was issued, the 
Utmo.st pains were taken to keep the inatlei 
secret. It was ilespiilehed piivalrly, and in 
si:eh ha-!>' thai a hoatin.iii was iiiged to 
pail with tlie inesM/iiizer wilhonl wailing for 
wind or tiilf. 'i'liiMigh some of the electors 
and both the candidates lived in Victoria, 
iKi piiblicity .was given here to the appointed 
day. It was next to impossible to find out 
anything about the matter. Just this was 
ascertained, that the writ had been sent up. 
Mr. Copland could only be .-sure of getting 
there in time by leaving as soon as it was 
definitely known the.! the writ-bearer had 
departed. He was thus compelled lo be 
absent from his business twice the length of 
time really necessary. 

The notice of election was posted in an 
unconspicijous place on the Island, the set- 
tlers meantime quietly pursuing ihedr work, 
uneoii.icious of any plot againsl their right.i. 
The reluming otlieer met bis iellow-is- 
lanilers, liiit look care to say nolliin^ alioiit 
the eleelioii, eveept to n frir wjiuiii he e.\- 
]ii:eled to pievail on to viilo iiii tlie (iiiverii- 
Ilielit nominee. Only l/iccr i/m/.s- mitii c \\ -.v- 
givt.n, tboii^li the l;r.v reipnies at leasi m\. 
To crown all, Mr. Allorney -General Cury 
was coiisiiiiited acoffimiHee of one to secure 
the eleciiim of the Government man! In 
that capacit' . lie astoriisheil the Islanders 
by his uiie.xpeeted presence, and provoked 
them beyond measure by his meddlesome 
conduct. Yet even he was compelled to 
own, betraying his ,vexatioti with an oath 
while He 'did it, that I h'e whole thing was a 
mass oCillegalities and irregularities. 

Such are the facts. Now, do the Cover i- 
meut au'ppose a serins of outrages like ihls 
will be meekly^put lip with, ami an allair 
SO gross let pa.is unrelmked and unresisted f 
If so, we can toll them they mistake ilii> 
spirit of the people with whom they have to 
deal. 

Manifestly the only righteous course; is 



at once lo declare the election null and 
void, — reopen die 'il voler.s in the most 
public and impartial maniier,— -issue a new 
writ, and then if the Government candidal'' 
i.'^ leally olocted, the defeated oven will e.\- 
cl^im "all rig^l!^' IfjJ|iia^B nottdoiie, re- 
course tnust be 'Bad, witliout delay, toanin- 
ilignaUon.)meeUng;.o|;t_h of Victo- 

ria and the colonists generally. Should 
justice be refused by those who e.verciso a 
little brief authority here, it will assuredly 
be obtainod on an appeal lo tho Home Gov 
erii rnent. 

In (M)!K"lusion, we mn.st say Mr. Attorney 
(iencral Gary li;.;nie.'A lo no advantage in this 
allair. With liic ollieial Liurilen uf two colo- 
rnes on Ins slniu Ider.s, he miiiht eni[)h)y 
himself better than in making election voy- 
ages. Last wepk he was at \Salt , Springj 
Island,— this week, we understand he is to 
be at Nanaimo, — Court thust adjourn in his 
absence, and the bu8iiie88>ofi\ha-.piaiitjy be 
impeded to enable him to ilo election work 
for the government. ■ If h'e is not careful, he 
will wake up some morning and linil him- 
self minus his official title. He is not paid 
the .G-IOO sterlini; a year lie alfect.s to despise 
so lie.irtilv, fur meddling in elections. Hhv- 
ini; lieiaken himself neeiilessly lo the scene 
of aiuioii, it would have mncli better become 
the laiv (illieer of the Crown to have insisted 
on pultiie,' the illega I il ii-s right, than to have 
liied to peisnadt; the electors to accept a 
represeiilative, of whom it is perfect bur- 
lescpie to iay that he is " duly returned."

liver freight there at less than $25 per ton. 
Now if toll ..rtTastobel paid' -before she can 
pass, it will appea.r very like liardship. Bi - 
sides several other parties have either com- 
menced, or are preparimg to Imihl similar 
biiais to the Henrietta. The shape then that 
iliis liver Improvement schemo'assumes a;

Salt '■'ipring Island Election Faice, 

Mtirio i ( 'oL.iMST : — In justice to tho 
.scLtlers uf Salt Spring Island, I think it 
right to give t!.c following account of the 
farce eiiUcil an ''election," lately eiiacteil 
there. 

Previous to my leaving Victoria, I applied 
to the-'ColoniarSiBdretary to ascertain when 
the \)lootioa wonld take place, and was told, 
probably notjUntiliJanijfl|:y 20.. Slipjtly a£-. 
terwards, hoWevijr, I ascertained' ihat His 
Excellency had despatched tho writ in hot 
liaste, on the evening of the 0th inst. Car- 
rier Pigeon.'; being scarce in tlii.=; region, n 
Sparroii: was sei.t on llie crrain'. 1 accord- 
ingly left on the I'ollowiiig i.'veiiing anil fouinl 
1)11 arrival, tliat ihe settlers knew imthing 
iiboul an elecliun. They at once resolved 
to hunt out tho Sparrow's nest, that 
they iuight obtain the desired infornjation. 
After much search it was espied under tho 
eaves of a hat, in that part of the Island known 
lis Bcggarville- A slip of papier was also 
discovered on the door of an unueciijiieil 
house, stating that one .fonathan Bcgg had 
orilercd an ebction on the 18th day tf Janii- 
iiry. On these facts being ascertained, the 
settlers /-waxed I iwrotb, and n protest was 
forthwith made out and signed by the''m, with 
one aC'^ord. Much sigimtiire represents actual 
improvements and sloek, worlli Iroin :?2(IU tu 
S"J,OUO. The protest was read and handed 
( very much to his annoyance) to tho Ketnrii- 
ing Ullicer at the hustings, on the day ol' 
nomination. At tho poll a Uritisli Culum- 
biao Vaneouver Islander, an.swering to the 
name of George Hunter Cury, strangely 
made his a|ipearance, and rather prenia- 
turcly saiil : " 1 have to i:ongratnlate Vju, 
Mr. Suiithgatn, on your cerlain election. '' 
The spokesman of the settlers (.Mr. I.ineker) 
then stated that he did nut ihiiik that any 
high-minded :iciitlcman would like to go i.i 
at the bark door uf the llonse, and .Mr. 
.Soulhgate coulil not possibly represent the 
seltler.s, as they had been deprived nf their 
right to vote liy the cliieanery of the (lov- 
ernnicnt. He would advise him to show a 
little sense of propriety by lat oncij resigning, 
lie added, " the Government thought the 
settler" were sheep .sent out to graze, but. un- 

fortun.itcly, they had lur 1 out in bel.ing 

to the weiKel triiic, wlei eonul do sonieiliing 
in the wa\ of I'm reting out corrnplion. " 
'i'besu remarics, '.ind oilier develepiiieiii.s, com- 
pelled Mr. Souihgalo's hasty congrauilator to 
admit, with an oath, that the whole alfair 
was a mass of irregularities and illegalities 
from begiiuiiiig to end. The lunglei-s 
io town, he exclaimed, "bad ileiie it!"

Social Equality. 

Thnt " all men are born freo and equal," 
is a truth now ronDgiiized liv all the civilized 
rmlioiis of the earlli ; but the enforcement of 
natural equuliiy by law is soinelhing that 
no nation has yet accomplished. Acting 
upon lha [tlain'fapt that by nature " one man 
is aa good'i^s'an'other," free and liberal gov- 
srnme'nts have, so far as in their power en- 
deaTOlred to seoUre to all men the enjoyment 
of equal rights ; but the world is no nearer 
a recognition of social equality than it w&a 
centuries ago. The natural rights of man 
are of a tangible eliaracter, anil iriay become 
subject to the restriction and control of law : 
civil rights are natural rights restraiiieil by 
governmental regulations; but social rights 
or equality pertaining mostly to the domain 
of mind, are beyond the reach of civil law, 
and are regulated chiefly by the opinions nf 
men. That one person, naturally, is a.s good 
as another, cannot be gainsayed, and by vir- 
tue of that equality, every man may insist 
Oi^ hj^s natu^^al. rjgh^jj,y^^^^^ that one man so- 
olally^is^s'^gbo'd'as 'another, depends upon 
what society thinks about it; for social 
standing being naturally beyond the reach 
of jaw, has .;n0| cither regulator than public 
opinion. He who thinks himself entitled to 
a ceitain social position as a right, has only 
to make nil the world think as he does on 
that subject, and he will find himself in the 
full enjoyment of the coveted right. A man 
has a right to think what he pleases of him- 
self. Free thought is a natural right, whicii 
may be exercised to any e.xtent which doe.9 
not interfere with the rights of others; but 
to bind one's conscience or compel another 
b^r^ctiori-or-.wordj to* acknowledge you as 
his equal or superior, is 'clearly interfering 
in a right of free thought in that otlier per- 
son. Tiiu.s it may be seen how irnposMMi! 
it IS to bring .social eqiialily within the rt^u-li 
of civil ^jovernment or laws. 

.Although social eipialily, oonsiilered as 
ai'cpnveAtional right, onloiceable by law, is 
a^lja§y^J^en of all grades and ^fhad'es, per- 
sist in so viewing it, and make th«3mf>elve.'« 
miserable all lliair lives in pursuit of it. It 
is alinosi alwavs confoundfil with civil right.* 
and privileges, aiul iii.sisted on as sumothiiiH 
to wliich men are entitled by law. Tliost- 
who pretend to know the ditierence rarely 
act in accordancn therewith, niid still pur.-^ue 
the ignits fatuiis, in ilereliction of their bet- 
ter judgments. The culemporary of the 
CoLO.NisT, whose editor tni)ve3 in a •' circle " 
to which some le.is ussuiiiiiig but perhaps 
equally meritorious persuii.s are modestly 
refused admission before it has been sought, 
pursues the theory for ulterior enilA, while 
All praclice and personal sentimenls .ire a-^ 
diametrically oppu.site as are the conijilex- 
ioii.s of the parties among wh'im mow ,«(> 
much contention for '-social privileges"' 
exists. Though every day furnishes its «.\- 
amples of that pride in innn which bid.sliiin 
Bay'tp^.bi's^lellow'.;" stand asuie, lam better 
than thou," still social ('(jualiiy is followed 
as a tiling atlaitiable by civil onactmeiitM. 
It nowhere exi,*ls Hn^ori-; iiiilioiis of the same 
race and lungnage, and yet it is considered 
practicable ariKniL; nations of diHeiivit blnoil 
and color It is nine these iinpr;n'ticabU^ 
follies were abandoned, and those \\ lio leach 
them e.xposed. He who for self aaL'randi/.e- 
ment, inJuce.s the ignorant lo expect impos- 
sible privileges as a reward for their lavois. 
is a falsilier and hy[)ociili- ; ami lliose whu 
put faith ill such sjiecious promises as tht! 
commonest observation declare false and 
full of deceit, are unfit for fell-government, 
and, whether white; or bliK'k, the right of 
suffrage in tliei r liaii ds is il migerous to them ■ 
selves and eveiybody else. The colored 
people and the sDciai-eqiialiti candidates i n 
iho lale election, occupied this unenvi;ible 
situation, rjeception, and unfair means 
equivalent to bribery, have been chargeil 
upon them, and in their lame attempts to 
\vriggle out of the dilemma, a discerning 
public discovers ample confirmation of the 
charge. 

For the double purpose of showinir more 
fully the absurd position occupied by thi? 
blacks, and elucidating, fur their iiiMrin Iion, 
a few more plain truths, wliicli, tliiiiiL;li tln-y 
claim to urnierslaml. they do not follow, 1 
will continue itie subjt'cl :i little further. It 
■ is preteiuled that they do not expect social 
equality, but only ask for their rights as men 
and-Englishraen. These they have by law, 
and as they could neither be denied orwiih- 
held by uiiy one, they furnish no reason lor 
supporting a particular set of candidates. 
"English principles" alfecting negroes are 
the same as Iviglish principles affecting 
white men; they are the conalituiional 
rights of eacli, and having these rights se- 
cured and determi led by law, beyond the 
power of any candidate to chang", how 
could one c.aniiidate su-ilain " F,ni;lish i)rin- 
ciples" ali'cctiii;^ ne^'roes bi>ller than ano- 
ther) besides, as stated, ''English princi- 
p|ea'|, affecting negroes being neither ques- 
tioned nor jeopardized, to preserve them 
could not have been the motive which 
arrayed thnm cn mnssr. aiiainst ihc reform 
party and the Kiiglish white jieople, Heio- 
in again they confound civd rights, which 
they enjoy, with social eiiuahty, which 
they desire, and convict themselves of being 
bribed by tfie latter. Again, they demand 
only their civil rights, but in' the same 
breath ask for a "universal brotherhood," as 
if this brotherhood was no more than a riglit 
to which Ihcy were entitled by law, or as il 
it could exist upon any other basis than 
the most complete rocial cijuality involving 
generafl amalgamation of the races. Once 
more the morbid longing after the great im- 
praoticability exhibits itself here, and the 
blacks art! ilrivan to ackiiowdedgo it as the 
moving spring of all their actions. 

The colorod people nud ultra abolitionists

the South support theii' respective doctr'nes 
by the simic afguiiients. The slavists ii 'iiii- 
tiiiii that black.': and wIiilcs must exist to- 
jccthcr, JtliHr ns equnl.j in every respect, or 
in the rolrn'oii of ninstor niid 'iliivo, Tho 
abolitionists hold to the same lu iiiciplc : — 
the South chooses tJio rclutiini of master and 
slave, and the iibolitionisl the other e.xtromo 
— social equality and nnialgrtinntiou. Op- 
posed to both these oxtromea, is the only prac- 
tical aiiti-slavei'V doctrine, now embodied in 
the great. U-!pnbliciiii iiurty of the Un'tod 
Slates. 'J\i them il seems plain, that widclv 
dillcring races of poople, mny dwell in tin? 
full eiijoyineiit ofall the God-given rights of 
huinanity. To theui it appears plain enough 
that natural and civil rights can bo recog- 
nized and enjoyed, without tho rolation of 
master and slave, or ini inconceivable. " uni- 
versal brotherhuod." These great )iriiiclples, 
now embodied in the Republican party of tho 
States, have always been upp<iseil, straii:;c as 
it may appear, by shivists, idiulitionists, ..ml 
free colored people, thus elucidating my 
other undenied and undeniable statement, 
that tho colored race everywhere are jtrone 
to stand in their own light. 

In tlie United States they op|!C'se llio Ke- 
publicaiis, unite witli the abolitionists to fo- 
ment such impracticable scheines as tho 
Harper's Ferry insurrection, thus discourag- 
ing the true friends of freedom and excding 
the prejudi'ces'of "the' whiteS,' again.'*t their 
cause and themselves. Here their polici is 
the same; thev run after anialgamalioiii.ts, 
vote fur th 'm, swallow all their pionii>es, 
ignore the true inleiesis of the country as 
"secondary consider:, lions," e.xasperate the 
English people, and injure themselves and 
everybody else. 

But though convictiul of bribery by their 
own admissions, I will state that I believe 
it was not a money consideiation for which 
the ciilort^l people sold themselves. 1 ex- 
onerate them from mercenary motives for 
the reason that I thjnk no, money was, in 
their case, 'offereii. 'I don't ' believe our 
bankrupt Government had mucli ca-^h to 
spare lor electioneering purposes, or tlial a 
soulless ihing like the H. H. Company 
would pay a valuabli; consideration lor ti.eir 
voles, wlmn they knew that a draft on the 
' social myth" would prove a more.accepi- 
abie biibe lo^ih^.oplored population than the 
linest gold ever coined. ' Sueab's.
